1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
whether taken singly or in combination discloses "projecting said sensor response values into an 
evaluation space not dependent on the image-pickup light source through operations which can 
be calorimetrically approximated from known spectral sensitivity characteristics of image-pickup 
means and from spectral characteristics of an assumed test light source" as recited in independent 
claim 2. The remaining claims require similar limitations. The inclusion of such limitations in 
the claims renders the claims allowable. The prior art found are Kehtarnavaz et al (7,184,080) 
and Brown et al (7,362,357). These references fail to disclose the claimed invention..
